panion. Mme. T silka. 
“T here have been several

printed which stated th a t Mme. T sikla 
had been held for ransom by our cap­ 
to rs," said Miss Stone, “ b ut th a t is 
a m istake. 
I w as the one they w anted, 
and they alw ays took a m arried lady 
to chaperone a single one, no m atter 
how old the la tte r m ay be.

Mrs. T silk a was, th ere ­ 
for, decided on by the brigands, for 
w hich I was very th an k fu l afterw ards, 
and will tell you why. 
“ Seven w eeks before we were re­ 
leased a baby w as born to Mrs. T silka. 
The brigands had by th is tim e be­ 
com e so in su ltin g and cruel in th eir 
rem ark s th a t it was becom ing unbear­ 
able. 
T he appPM’ance 
of the baby 
stopped all this, for the reason th at 
the brigands of T u rk ey believe th a t a 
cut^e w ill se ttle on them if they do 
harm to a child or its m other. 
Our 
trea tm e n t a fte r the b irth of the baby 
was excellent. 
W e began to get better 
food, although I m ust ad m it th at it 
was generally very good, 
and 
the 
sneering rem ark s stopped.

“The problem presented is one not 
to be solve d by eloquent denunciation 
of the system of slavery, nor by more 
of 
liberty. 
Its proper 
solution 
de­ 
mands the tactful me thods which shall 
be at the sam e time* just and practic­ 


able.” 
The report devotes much attention 
to the advantages 
of the 
proposed 
coinage 
system , 
based on the 
gold 
standard, which differs from the silver 
system proposed by the senate hill. 
It is pointed out that the house plan 
follow s the recom m endation of Caver- 
nor Taft and the governm ent experts. 
The reiKxrt says tho strongest objec­ 
tions to the introduction of American 
currency is the changes it would make 
in existing standards and the diffi­ 
culty of m aintaining a costly currency 
in a poor country, such as w as ex­ 
perienced in Porto Rico. 
The continuance of the silver stan - 1 
dard in 
any form 
which does 
not I 
raise the coin to a fixed parity with 
gold is pointed out to be subjec t to 
the sam e objections now made by tho 
business com m unity of Manila against 
the existing system . 
"The islands have had a sufficient 
experience under such a system , 
says 
the report, "to justfy the belief that 
they desire a return to the gold stan­ 
dard which prevailed in the Philip­ 
pines prior to 1876.” 
The Democrat* filed a m inority re­ 
port, which am ounts to a declaration 
of policy on the part of the- U nited 
States. 
It rays in part: 
“The 
chief question 
involved 
Is 
whe ther, under the guise* of form s of 
civil governm ent, a policy unjust and 
cruel to tin; people of I he* Philippines 
aud Injurious 
and 
dishonoring 
to 
American citizenship shall lie indefi­ 
nitely if not perpetually continued, or 
w hether there shall be substituted in 
its stead a more righteous and hu­ 
mane- policy, the intent and purpose 
of which is to confer upon these peo­ 
ple w ithin the shortest practicable 
period and upon reasonable and prop­ 
er term s, an autonom ous system of 
free self governm ent, based upon the 
principle of Independence, whic h nit­ 
er the lapse of a reasonable period to 
afford training and experience shall 
eventuate into an unqualified and ab­ 
solute independence.” 


No dimur** Mad*" 
Austin, April l l —The railroad com ­ 
m ission has failed and practically r«- 
fused to grant the application of the 
W ells-Far go and other express com­ 
panies to increase the rates for trans­ 
porting m oney between points in the 
state of Texas. 
The Texas bankers 
have petitioned the com m ission to re­ 
duce the rates charged by express com ­ 
panies for handling mopey, but this 
is also refused, and the present rates 
remain undisturbed. 
The rates now in 
effect in Texas for the transportation 
of money were fixed by an order of 
the railroad com m ission, 
and are a 
slight reduction under those in effect 
at the tim e of the com m ission’s action.
